It came to my attention that enforcement of illegal tobacco sales to minors in Los Angeles was woefully 
inadequate. I am happy to announce that my Council colleagues unanimously voted this week to approve 
one of my initiatives that will beef up penalties for businesses that sell cigarettes and other tobacco 
products to minors. 

Thanks to the Council action, and the collaboration with the City Attorney’s office, there will be stronger 
penalties to help curb sales to minors. This update to the existing ordinance will create an even better 
enforcement tool that will prohibit the sales of tobacco products to those under the age of 1 8, and 
protect children from being lured into illegal activity through the misconduct of adults.

Dear Friend: 

Earlier this month, the City Council approved a measure I 
introduced that urges the state to act on tougher background 
checks and the city to study fingerprint-based background checks 
on all transportation services that provide rides in Los Angeles. 

The Council action was part of a vote accepting the Board of 
Airport Commissioners' decision to allow ride-hailing services 
like Uber and Lyft to operate at LAX. 

I voted to reject the agreement because I wasn't convinced that 
the background checks these services provide are adequate 
enough to keep the public safe. 




LAX is the fifth busiest airport in the world. It is the gateway to 
the west, the hub for our booming tourist industry and a driving 
force in our local and regional economies. In 2014, more than 70 
million passengers traveled through it. 

LAX is also a city asset and we are obligated to think about 
important decisions that could impact its operations and the 
services it offers to its passengers. 

Allowing Transportation Network Companies such as Uber and 
Lyft to pick up passengers at LAX is a large and complex policy 
question that will impact millions of travelers. It was imperative 
that the City Council weigh in. 

New forms of transportation are helpful to the public and 
popular for consumers. I want to continue to expand transit 
options in Los Angeles. At the same time, implementing 
adequate safety standards, including fingerprint-based 
background checks, is essential for the people of Los Angeles. 

The robust discussion the Council had on the operation of 
transportation companies has changed the public discourse on 
how to keep people safe when they use ride-hailing services. 
What started out as a debate about access to LAX led to a more 
comprehensive discussion on the future of transportation 
services in Los Angeles and in California. 

The state should create the uniform standards we need to protect 
the public. If the state doesn't act, then we will. The measure I 
introduced will allow us to do that. 

We have to ensure that all transportation options at LAX and 
throughout our city are safe, accessible and equitable to 
everyone.

LOS ANGELES - The City Council created a new committee to discuss LA's bid for the 2024 Olympics. 
Councilmember Krekorian, who chairs the city's Budget and Finance Committee, was appointed to the Ad 
Hoc Committee on the 2024 Summer Olympics. 

The seven-member panel met last Friday morning to consider the proposal for LA's bid to host the 2024 
games. The members heard presentations by city analysts and the LA24 bid committee, the nonprofit 
organization that will pursue the bid. Following the discussion, the committee advanced an amended 
agreement that will provide the City Council with the ability to oversee and approve any contract Los Angeles 
enters into as a host city and incur liabilities. 

If approved, the agreement will serve as a commitment by city leaders to pursue the games in the event that 
the United States Olympic Committee (USOC) chooses Los Angeles as the nation's bid city. 

"Los Angeles is a city with a strong Olympic tradition," Krekorian said. "This is the first of many steps that 
the Council and the Ad Hoc Committee will take. We started the process, but for the next year, we'll be 
evaluating the bid to examine the benefits and the potential costs to ensure that we continue to protect the 
taxpayers." 

Los Angeles was host the Olympics in 1932 and 1984. The USOC will submit it's pick to the International 
Olympics Committee by Sept. 15.
